The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the feature in 
claim 23, lines 7-9, where the extrinsic base region has a poly-crystalline portion over 
an oxide portion of the substrate cannot be found in Kalnitsky et al., US Patent No. 
6,492,237 B2; and the feature in lines 5-7, wherein the extrinsic base region is 
composed of epitaxial layers is distinguished from Dunn et al., US Publication No. 
2002/0132438 A1, from the IDS, wherein in fig. 22, the extrinsic base portion 120 is 
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above the epitaxial region 58. The prior art of record fails to teach, in combination, the 
process features.
